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Since 22 August 1949 a total of 16 narrow-pauce steam locomotives have 
been repaired at 3ahnbedarf A.G., Neu Erlaa, and delivered to USIA for 
axport. During August, Sertember, and October, 10 narrow-gauge steam 
locomotives were loaded in railroad cars for shipment to Captain KASHIN, 
Chamnitz-Hartau, Soviet Zone of Germany, four were shipped via "uka- 
chevo, to Netal-Import, ‘loscow, and two narrow-gaure steam locomotives 
were sant to DDSG shipyards at Kornevburg. All-of these locomotives 
were sent to 3ahnoedarf A.G. from USIA firms, administered by USIA's 
Construction and Building Materials Administration. Additional narrow- 
gaupe steam locomotives are now being repaired at the Bahnbedarf A.G. 
machine shop in Nev Erlaa. . 
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
